The Bow River at the Bridge is too swift for boating, but beginning at the Boat¬ 
house, just a short distance above the bridge, a smooth, wide, deep channel extends 
ten miles westward, forming an ideal stretch of river for WATER TRAVEL and 
providing an easy and pleasant route from which to view Banff's finest mountain 
scenery. 

The Motor Launch Trip on the Bow River is one of the best of the Banff 
trips that every visitor should take. It is an ever-changing panorama of beautiful 
views, mountain and river scenery combined. Appropriately described as 

"Ninety Pictured in Ninety Minuted." 

I N ADDITION to splendid glimpses of Mount Edith's spire and the snow capped 
peaks of the Massive Range, all the surrounding mountains appear to better 
advantage when viewed from the river, than from any other viewpoint. At cer¬ 
tain times during the day the wild animal and bird life of the park frequent the 
river banks.

SIGHTSEEING MOTOR LAUNCHES 

Run every morning at 10:30; every afternoon at 2:30 and 4:30 
Round trip 16 miles. Time 90 minutes. Fare $1.25 
Children (under 14) 50c; under seven, free. 

LAUNCHES leave Bow River Boat House Wharf, 100 yards above Bow Bridge, 
making the run of EIGHT miles to RAINBOW LANDING and return in 90 min¬ 
utes, including 10 minute stop at landing. 

Passengers may stop over at landing to fish or picnic, returning by a later boat. 


— OUTDOOR FIRE PLACE AT LANDING — 
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STARTING AT 7:00 and 8:00 p.m. (AFTER AUGUST 15 EACH SEASON—7:00 and 7:30 p.m.) 
RETURN TRIP 10 MILES TIME, One Hour FARE, $1.00 CHILDREN, 35c

Echo River and Vermilion Lakes 


T HE ECHO RIVER joins the Bow just a mile above the bridge and for two miles is a perfect 
stream for canoeing; shallow, clear water, easy current, and beautiful shady banks. Willow 
Creek, leading from the Echo River into Vermilion Lakes, is an enchanting stream. A trip by 
Canoe or Row boat on these fascinating waterways is one ever to be remembered and is not expensive.

SYNOPSIS OF FISHING REGULATIONS WHICH APPLY TO 
BANFF NATIONAL PARK 

License required for all persons over i6 years of age. 

Open sedfefen is as follows, both dates inclusive: 

May 15th to September 30—Dolly Varden, Rocky Mountain Whitefish. 
May 15th to September 3rd—Lake Minnewanka (all species). 

June 1st to September 30—Speckled or Eastern Brook Trout, Brown Trout. 
July 1st to September 30th—Rainbow and Cutthroat Trout. 


No person shall catch fish in the park by any 
means other than angling, with a rod and line 
or with a line held in the hand. 

The use of bare unbaited hooks or grapnels 
and jiggling is prohibited. 

The use of live fish eggs or roe for bait, or any 
bait containing live fish eggs, is prohibited. 

The use of Live Minnows or other small fish for 
bait is prohibited. 

A day's fishing comprises the duration of time 
between one hour before sunrise and two hours 
after sunset. 

Bag limit shall be: Lake Trout, 5 fish, over 15 
inches in length. Vermilion Lake System, 5 fish; 


Johnson Lake, 5 fish, all other waters, 10 fish, 
over eight inches in length. Not more than a 
double limit permitted in one boat. 

When fish under the size limit are caught they 
should be returned to the water with as little 
damage as possible. 

No one shall use more than one fishing line, 
such line shall not have more than two hooks 
which shall be sufficient distance apart to pre¬ 
vent a fish being hooked on more than one hook. 
Multiple Spinners (more than Two) are prohibited. 

Waters in the Park may be closed or opened for 
fishing at the discretion of the Superintendent, for 
fish cultural reasons. It is wise to make enquiry 
if in doubt.
